A. Madam, We beg leave to tell you, thar we 
are obligd co diffent trom fo ingenious a Querift, 
fince the Transformation of Nebuchadnezzer into the 
Form and Figure of a Beatt is Inconfiften: with that 
very Detcrip.ion, you are pleasd to mention, For 
in Dan. 4. 33. we read, that inftead of the Hcofs 
and Hairs of an Ox (into the Shape of which one 
wou'd think he wou'd have been transform’d, fince 
the Text fays,-cthat be eat gra/s ( as Oxen ) he had 
Hairs like Eagles feathers, aad Nails like Birdsclaws. 
And theretore we ére affured, that in fome parts of 


him he bore refemblance to the Fow!s of the Air, 
and not to the Beafts of the Field. Had he been en- 
tirely chang‘d into any of the Inferiour Creatures, 
ix wou'd probably have been a fudden and entirely 
miraculous Metamorphofis ; whereas the Sacred Hi- 
ftory acquaints us, that the Change, it f{pecifies,was 
borh Gradual, and had fomething in it of Natural 
Production ; bis becy was wt with the dew of Heaven, 
till bis Hairs were grown, &c. the former Sentence 


implies, that the dew of Heaven had it’s fhare in 


that mighty change; and the lauer (hews.us,that the 
change was made by advances and degrees, Since 


the Prophet gives us fo particular a defcription of

liged to yield Prifoners of War: Atrer which, K. Charles 
was proclaii’d King of Sardinia, and the Count de C1- 
fentes acknowlede'd for his Viceroy. That the States 
ot that Ifland had promis’d to tornith 30000 Sacks of 
Corn to be tranfported, with the Marquis de Jamaica, 
the late Viceroy, to Rarcelona; And that there were 
likewite found 2000 Horfes defiga’d for the Duke of An- 
jou’s Service, which were fierd for the ufe ot King 
Charles; That the Contederate Fleer was to fail from 
Sicdimia to Port Mahone, to endeavour to reduce thic 
nportant place ( which isthe beft Harbour in the Me- 


erraneag)) and che whole land of Minorca, with 
the a‘attance of Major Genera) Stanhope whoin they 
“were to take,od board. with 1500 men, 12 pieces of 
Cannon, and good ftore of Ammunition. Thet the Em- 


peror has caus’ Te Deum to be folemaly fung for the 
‘vantages gain'd this Campaign over the Enemy by the 
mike of Savoy, and particularly tor taking Feneftrelles, 
which prece of News was brought by the Count de Ha. 
rich, with thefe Particulars, thac the Garrifon conlift- 
ing of 784 Soldiers, 76 Othcers, and teveral Commita- 
‘s were made Prifouers of War, and that in the place 
efouad 4% Cantion, 16 Mortars, and a great quan- 

tity of Aanqunitioan, ‘That the kmperor has held feveral 
Councils about the affairs of Italy, and chae his I[mperi- 
1, Majelty beingintorm’d, that the Troops in the Fera- 








reze have been attack d by thole of the Pope, ’tis faid, 
orders are fent to the Count Taun in Piedmoat to de. 
tach gooo men for that Country. “Tis advis’d from the 
Hague Octob. 2d. That thearrival of the Britith Forces 
of Oftend whereby 2 Communication is open’d with 
that Town and the Army of the Netherlands, hag 
remov'd the great Uneafineis which our Generals were 
under about the Succefs of the Siege ot Lille, which js 
now profecuted with abundance ot Vigour and Refo}y. 
tion. That they have receiv’d confirm’d advice from 
Flanders, thar the French having attack’d on the 28th 
paft, the Troops that guarded the Convoy trom Oftend, 
were defeated after an obftinate tight, and that the faid 
Convoy arriv'd fafe at Menin the 29th. The firlt Advices 
which were brought trom Our Camp, relate, that the 
Enemy had about 2000 men kill’d and wounded in the 
Action ; but chere are orher Letters fince, which makes 
the Enemies lofs more confiderable, importing that they 
had ;,ear 4000 men kill’d wounded tod taled Prifoners. 
Thei@adviiesadd that che Enemy having attempted to 
throw a fupply of Ammunition into Lille, were in great 
meaiuredifappointed, not above an 100 J roopers with a 
5. pound bag ot Powder each getting inro the Town. 
That our Army being now fufficiencly provided with 
Ami un.tion, atid having ftill plenty of Provifions jt 


has been relolv’d to carry on the attacks by the Saps and 
Miues.
